HOUSE  ACC  OmODAT I OIJ . 

There  have  been  very  many  new  houses  built  durtii^;  the 
year  in  this  district,  and  many  are  still  building  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  increasing  population. 

There  are  still  many  clusters  of  old  cottages  which  are 
unsatisfactory  as  regards  cubic  space,  fire  risks  and  old- 
fashioned  sanitary  arrangements,  the  flushing  bf  water  closets 
being  commonly  accomplished  by  buckets  of  water  being  thi’own 
down . 

1,  Arthur  Cottages,  Victoria  Road,  occupied  by  James 

and  hex*  family,  was  very  bad,  end  the  Sui’veyor  had  to  take 
astion  about  the  drains,  which  were  leaking;  all  the  children 
had  Diphtheria  in  the  Autumn. 

There  was  also  a very  unsatisfactory  condition  of  drains 
and  dirty  dilapidated  outbuildings  at  Mrs.  Oatley's,  the 
leather  shop  in  Castle  Street,  where  scarlet  fever  broke  out. 

A house  in  Union  Street  occupied  by  Mr.  Pharoah  was  re- 
ported as  very  dirty  and  overcrowded  and  the  garret  used  as 
a pigeon  cote.  The  raatter  was  taken  in  hand  and  rectified 
and  some  of  the  lodgers  cleared  out. 

The  Gondeimied  Cottage  called  "park  Cottage"  in  Park  i^reet 
has  been  dismantled  and  partially  pulled  dovsUi. 

IJotices  were  also  sent  to  a mn  n^nied  Rowers  living  in 
Qiur ch  Patn  to  cleanse  his  premises  and  clear  out  the  over- 
crowded occupants.

The  quality  is  good  and  sufficient  in  quantity,  and  a water 
tower  and  further  pumping  apparatus  are  being  constinicted'  for 
its  distribution.

LODGIHG  HOUSES. 

I know  of  no  regular  lodging  houses,  but  many  of  the  cottage 
occupants  take  in  lodgers,  iind  in  three  instances  it  has  been 
necessary  to  caution  the  tenants  and  lessen  the  nuiaber  of  resi- 
dents.

Typhoid  oases  are  received  under  the  order  of  the  Council 
into  the  Cottage  Hospital  at  Three  G-uineas  (£3,  3.  0)  per  week 
per  patient. 

There  have  been  45  oases  of  infectious  disease  notified, 

26  of  which  were  notified  as  Diphtheria,  none  of  which  died, 
and  the  oases  appear  to  have  been  mild  ones.  I believe  in 
each  instance  Antitoxin  was  injected,  v/hich  probably  accounts 
for  the  recoveries. 

I have  been  unable  to  trace  the  cause  of  the  epidemic. 
Certainly  It  was  not  due  to  milk  and  water  supplies. 

Sorae  of  the  cases  were  undoubtedly  imported,  whlcii  in  these 
days  of  frecpent  cxnd  rapid  interchange  of  population  is  unavoid- 
able, especially  as  the  zymotic  diseases  are  often  not  recognisec 
in  the  earlier  days  of  the  attack. 

The  same  remarks  apply  to  the  thirteen  oases  of  Scarlet 
fever. 

There  have  only  been  two  oases  of  Enteric  Fever  notified, 
one  of  which  ended  fatally. 

There  was  one  death  from  Membranous  Croup. 

Two  oases  of  Puerperal  Fever  were  notified,  one  of  which 
was  fatal. 

In  conclusion  one  may  note  the  very  few  cases  of  Enteric 
Fever  which  ijave  occurred  in  proportion  to  other  years:  possibly 
the  oautioxi  against  the  uaie  of  Shell-fish  from  s\isi>icious  lay- 
ings may  account  for  this  very  satisfactory  falling  off  of  such 
oases.

By  the  term  “ Non-residents  ” is  meant  persons  brought  into  the  district  on  account  of  sickness  or  infirmity,  and  dying  in  public 
institutions  there  ; and  by  the  term  “ Residents  ” is  meant  persons  who  have  been  taken  out  of  the  district  on  account  of  sickness  or 
infirmity,  and  have  died  in  public  institutions  elsewhere. 

The  “ Public  institutions  ” to  be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of  these  Tables  are  those  into  which  persons  are  habitually 
received  on  account  of  sickness  or  infirmity,  such  as  hospitals,  workhouses  and  lunatic  asylums.  A list  of  the  Institutions  in 
respect  of  the  deaths  in  which  corrections  have  been  made  should  be  given  on  the  back  of  this  Table.

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Notes. — (a)  In  this  Table  all  deaths  of  “ Residents  ” occurring  in  public  institutions,  whether  within  or 
without  the  district,  are  to  be  included  with  the  other  deaths  in  the  columns  for  the 
several  age  groups  (columns  2-8).  They  are  also,  in  columns  9-15,  to  be  included  among 
the  deaths  in  their  respective  “ Localities  ” according  to  the  previous  addresses  of  the 
deceased  as  given  by  the  Registrars.  Deaths  of  “ Non-residents occurring  in  public 
institutions  in  the  district  are  in  like  manner  to  be  excluded  from  columns  2-8  and  9-15  of 
this  Table. 

(6)  See  notes  on  Table  I.  as  to  the  meaning  of  “ Residents  ” and  “ Non-residents,”  and  as  to  the 
“ Public  Institutions  ” to  be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of  these  Tables.  The 
“ Localities  ” should  be  the  same  as  those  in  Tables  II.  and  III. 

(c)  All  deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions  situated  within  the  district,  whether  of 

“ Residents  ” or  of  “ Non-residents,”  are,  in  addition  to  being  dealt  with  as  in  note  (a),  to 
be  entered  in  the  last  column  of  this  Table.  The  total  number  in  this  column  should 
equal  the  figures  for  the  year  in  column  9,  Table  I. 

(d)  The  total  deaths  in  the  several  “ Localities  ” in  columns  9-15  of  this  Table  should  equal 

those  for  the  year  in  the  same  localities  in  Table  II.,  sub-columns  c.  The  total  deaths  at 
all  ages  in  column  2 of  this  Table  should  equal  the  gi’oss  total  of  columns  9-15,  and  the 
figures  for  the  year  in  column  12  of  Table  I. 

(c)  Under  the  heading  of  “ Diarrhoea  ” are  to  be  included  deaths  certified  as  from  diarrhoea, 
alone  or  in  combination  with  some  other  cause  of  ill-defined  nature ; and  also  deaths 
certified  as  from 

Epidemic  enteritis ; 

Zymotic  enteritis; 

Epidemic  diarrhoea.  Summer  diarrhoea; 

Dysentery  and  dysenteric  diarrhoea  ; 

Choleraic  diarrhoea,  cholera,  cholera  nostras 
(in  the  absence  of  Asiatic  cholera). 

Under  the  heading  of  “Enteritis”  are  to  be  included  those  certified  as  from  Gastro- 
enteritis, Muco-enteritis,  and  Gastric  catarrh,  unless  from  information  obtained  by  enquiry 
from  the  certifying  practitioner  or  otherwise,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  should  have 
reason  for  including  such  deaths,  especially  those  of  infants,  under  the  specific  term 
“ Diarrhoea.”  Deaths  from  diarrhoea  secondary  to  some  other  well-defined  disease  should 
be  included  under  the  latter. 

Under  the  headings  of  “ Cancer  ” and  “ Puerperal  fever  ” should  be  included  all 
registered  deaths  from  causes  comprised  within  these  general  terms. 


In  recording  the  facts  nnder  the  various  headings  of  Tables  1.,  II.,  III.  and  IV.,  attention  has  been 
given  to  the  notes  on  the  Tables.
